The money bylaw to provide for the 
raising of the sum of $115,000 for the 
purchase of a union stock yards. site 
in the east end of the cily was defeated 
by the burgesses yesterday by a vote 
of 800 to 685, or a majority of 1145 
votes, and the proposal’that has oc- 
cupied the attention of the council for 
some time past, for the aequiring of 
some 248 acres in the south half of 
section 23, immediately east of Bel- 
vedere, is thus given its quietus. 

While the vote was exceedingly light 
until a late hour in the afternoon, the 
ratepawers of the city who were sup- 
porting the proposition and the equal- 
ly active citizens who used their in- 
fluence to secure its defeat, turned 
out in considerable numbers, and the 
automobile brigade spent a busy af- 
ternoon, There can be little doubt 
Dut that the opposition to the bylaw 
on the ground that the proposed price 
of some $500 an aere was excessive, 
was the most important factor in de- 
termining the bylaw's defeat. — Its op- 
ponents were able to make consider- 
able capital out of the faet that the 
north half of section 24, immediately 
adjacent to the proposed stock yards 


sile, could be purchased for $250 an 
acre,

A general election next fall, forced 
upon the country by the filibustering 
campaign against the reciprocity agree-

The idea that the city of eames 
ton should continue to pay lower wages to its employees than a 
other employer, public or private, in Western Canada is too ridicu- 
lous for consideration and the commissioners could only make them- 
selyes absurd to ask any arbitration to entertain such a conten- 
tion. 

But the real damage done to the ctiy is through the bad ad- 
vertisement given to the world at large by the appearance that 
Edmonton's municipal utilities cannot pay the fair wage of the 
country. 

To allow this idea to go abroad, in view of the fact that the 
commissioners have no chance to win on an arbitration, is an indica- 
tion that the Edmonton commissioners lack plain, common, ordinary 
horse sense. 


Stockyard Bylaw 
Defeated Because 
Area Was Too Large 


The vote on the stockyards bylaw indicates that the citizens of 
Edmonton do not want to pay $500 an acre for 239 acres in order to 
get possession of the 40 or 50 acres necessary for the purpose. 

If the people who submitted the proposition had made an offer 
to the city of the amount of land required at a lower price it is more 
than likely that the bylaw would have gone through, but the feature 
that the city was purchasing more than was required for the pur- 
pose was undoubtedly the reason for the defeat of the bylaw. 

By practically unanimous consent it is admitted that the city, 
if it is to become the stock centre of Central Alberta, must have a 
stock yard. 

Another bylaw for a purchase more in line with the require- 
ments would undoubtedly receive endorsation. 


JUST PARAGRAPHS 


The Toronto World and the Ottawa Free Press have been 
studying civic systems and have come to the conclusion that some- 
thing resembling a large joint stock company in which the ratepay- 
ers are the stockholders, the council are the board of directors and 
the commissioners are the superintendents, is about the ideal sys- 
tem. All that the World and Free Press need on top of that is a 
judge to tell them that they cannot fire the commissioners and they 
have the Edmonton system down pat.

Of course it is 
not our place to but in» but we respectfully suggest that some name 
like “The Corral” would be very appropriate for the most conspicu- 
ous stopping place in Calgary.

Edmonton's first business block of 
re-inforced concrele construction, the 
Teeter building, which is being erect- 
ed by the G, H. Archibald contracting 
company on the corner of First and 
Elizabeth streets is rapidly assuming 
imposing proportions, and the con- 
struction operations are being watched 
With interest by large numbers of citi- 
zons. Although this building is) the 
first of its kind to appear in the busin- 
ess section of Edmonton and the only 
re-inforeced concrete structure planned

The entire framework of the Tegler
